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Zito Media, condemned 
structures discussed by city council

The Clinton City Council had three 
guests when they convened for their 
monthly meeting Monday night. 
Guests included Frank Harris, CPA 
for Reed and Co. of Mayfield, who 
presented the council with their annual 
audit report, Pamela Knox, and Shane 
Boarders, representative of Zito Media. 

Harris was the first guest to speak, 
going over several details in the 58- 


page annual financial report for the City 
of Clinton for the year ending June 30, 
2014. The independent auditors report 
stated that in the opinion of the CPAs 
at Reed and Co., the financial records 
accurately represent the city’s financial 
position as of June 30. Harris did point 
out a couple of areas that the city needs 
to give attention. 

He pointed out the perennial issue of 
lack of internal controls, noting that due 
to the small size of the administrative 


staff, internal control is limited and 
adequate segregation of duties does 
not exist. The report said that ideally, 
internal controls should be in place 
to provide reasonable assurance that 
assets are safeguarded against loss 
from unauthorized use, that money 
received and disbursed is safeguarded 
against loss from unauthorized use, 
and that transactions are excluded 
in accordance with management’s 
authorization. Harris has noted that 


this is a very common problem for 
small cities, and that in many ways it 
is unavoidable with such a small staff. 

He also pointed out that the City 
of Clinton should closely monitor the 
payments of Utilities, Inc. for waste 
water billing that is due to the city. 
He explained that Utilities Inc. has a 
history of shuffling payments around 
in order to miss a month’s payment

Locals sponsor hunt 
for wounded warriors

Rabbits were running scared last 
Wednesday and Thursday as three 
wounded soldiers from Fort Campbell 
visited Hickman County for a hunt. 

The event, conducted by Healing 
Outside of a Hospital (HOOAH!), was 
hosted by several area men including 
Danny Jewell and Fred Biggs of Biggs 
Insurance in Mayfield. 

HOOAH! is an outdoor therapy 
program organic to Fort Campbell. 
The program, named for an acronym 
created from the age-old Army battle 
cry, takes soldiers wounded in combat 
and introduces them to outdoor therapy 
through individually sponsored events 
like the one in Hickman County last 
week. Activities have ranged from 
hunting and fishing to camping, hiking, 
and NASCAR races. 

Staff Sgt. Matthew Taylor, Non¬ 
commissioned Officer In Charge 
of the program, said the program 
was started in 2007, and has since 
provided outdoor therapy to hundreds 
of veterans, including himself. While 
this event was the program’s first- 
ever rabbit hunt, the program takes 


advantage of any outdoor activity 
that is offered. Taylor is more than a 
figurehead to the organization; he has 
personally seen what the therapy can 
do for a wounded soldier. 

“I went on a turkey hunt a few years 
ago and it saved my life,” Taylor said. 
He explained that in 2010, he had a 
surgery that went bad and shortly after 
fell out of a helicopter in Afghanistan. 
“I was having to use a cane to walk,” 
he said, “and the doctor told me it 
would only get worse. He told me I 
would most likely be in a wheelchair 
within six months.” 

Taylor confided that he had made up 
his mind that if he did indeed end up in 
a wheelchair, he would likely take his 
own life. Shortly after his accident, he 
got involved with HOOAH! and went 
on the first hunt of his life, and shot his 
first turkey in Smithland. 

“That bird saved my life,” he said. 
After that hunt, everything seemed to 
improve for Taylor, who recovered 
from his injury and is not only 
walking without the assistance of 
a cane, but leading countless other

The Hickman County High School 
Gym was filled with fine decorations 
and Falcon Academy sponsors last 
Tuesday for the annual Falcon 
Academy Sponsor Appreciation 
Luncheon. Sponsors and guests were 
treated to a lunch catered by Nicky’s 
Barbeque and served by high school 
students enrolled in Falcon Academy. 

While Falcon Academy seems to 
grow every year, this year marks 
a very special turning point in the 
program’s legacy: alumni sponsorship. 
Allison Kelly and Mattea Mitchell 
were at the luncheon representing the 
Hickman County High School class 
of 2011, the first class to benefit from 
Falcon Academy. Mitchell spoke 
during the program about where many 
of the members of her class are today, 
including herself as the Agriculture 
and Natural Resources agent for 
the Hickman County UK Extension 
Office, and Kelly as the head of the 
FLIGHT program at Hickman County 
High School. While the average 2011 
graduates are still fighting through 
college, several of the students that 
benefited from the Falcon Academy 
advantage have already graduated with 
Bachelor’s degrees and are getting 
a head start on their careers. The 52 
students of the class of 2011 logged 
777 credit hours of college work before 
leaving Hickman County High School 
- an average of 14.9 hours per student. 

Mitchell personally thanked the 
sponsors for their roles in Falcon 
Academy, and stated that her student 
loans are about half of what they would 
have been if not for the program, and 
that her head start means that instead 
of still being in college accruing debt, 
she is working full-time and paying off 
student loans.

Ambulance Service amid membership drive

The Clinton-Hickman County 
Ambulance Service is currently 
holding its annual membership drive. 
Hickman County residents should have 
received a letter in the mail between 
Christmas and New Year’s Day. 

According to Hickman County 
Ambulance Service Director Paula 
Boaz, the service sent out approximately 


2,050 notices to addresses in Hickman 
County, and about 500 members have 
paid their voluntary dues. 

The Clinton-Hickman County 
Ambulance Service is funded through 
voluntary dues paid by residents and 
businesses in Hickman County. They 
are also subsidized by the Hickman 
County Fiscal Court, but the monthly 
contribution this year is down to 
$8,000 per month from $10,000 per 


month last year. If all or at least the 
majority of Hickman County residents 
paid their voluntary dues, this subsidy 
may not be necessary. 

If a resident has to be transported 
in an ambulance, and is a dues-paying 
member, they will not have to pay for 
the services. The Clinton-Hickman 
County Ambulance Service will accept 
what they receive from the member’s 
insurance company as payment in full. 


The Clinton-Hickman County 
Ambulance Service, Inc. is licensed 
as advanced life support by the state 
of Kentucky. The service responded to 
717 calls in over the last 12 months. 

Dues for an individual or household 
are $60 per year, and $150 per year for 
businesses. Additional donations are 
also accepted and appreciated. 

Residents not in possession of the 
letter can send their membership dues 


check with basic information such as 
name, address, phone number, and any 
medical problems to Clinton-Hickman 
County Ambulance Service, PO Box 
83, Clinton, KY 42031. 

The board of directors for the 
Clinton-Hickman County Ambulance 
Service consists of Chad Frizzell, Bill 
Little, Robert Tarver, and Gary Jones.

veterans through the very same 
therapy that saved his life. 
Taylor regularly intercedes 
with commanding generals to 
expand the program, including 
two meetings this week. 

“Twenty-five soldiers have 
told me that the program saved 
their lives,” he said. “And 
three have said it saved their 
marriages.” Taylor also said 
that 85 percent of the soldiers 
that come through his program 
have never hunted before, and 
many immediately fall in love 
with the sport. 

HOOAH! does not solicit 
for donations and relies on 
individuals to sponsor events 
for the wounded soldiers. 

The three wounded soldiers 
that were involved with last 
week’s hunt were Sergeant 
First Class Bobby Daugette, 

Staff Sgt. Marshall Castillo, and 
Specialist Iorio. 

Biggs attended a turkey 
hunt event last year and found 
out about HOOAH! and 
immediately wanted to help. 

He got in contact with Taylor 
and started communicating 
with friends in the Graves 
County-Hickman County area 
to organize the event. He 
reached out to Bobby and Billy 
Brown, and Danny Jewell, 
who provided the Deer Drop 
Inn in northeast Hickman 
County for the participants to 
stay Wednesday night. They 
also provided Wednesday’s 
supper and breakfast Thursday 
morning. Jack and Greg 
Wilkerson brought their dogs 
for Thursday’s hunt, and Greg 
Fuque’s and Justin Myers’s 
dogs were used on Wednesday. 
Hoskins BBQ furnished lunch 
on Wednesday, and Biggs 
provided the land to hunt on. 
Several others from the area 
gathered at Deer Drop Inn 
Wednesday night to show their 
support for the soldiers. 

HOOAH !’s mission statement 
is to “provide outdoor activities

to wounded, injured, and ill 
soldiers and allow them to 
rehabilitate mentally, physically, 
spiritually, and emotionally.” 

The published purpose of the 
program is as follows: “By 
taking on perceived barriers, 
wounded soldiers rebuild their 
self-confidence and persevere 
through their pain. All activities 
are coordinated by professionals 
and supervised by active duty 
soldiers. This ensures that 
the wounded warrior is able 
to adjust to any barriers and 
perform any chosen activity. 

HOOAH! attempts to provide 
activities at little or no cost to 
the warrior and their immediate 
family.”

Mitchell announced that the 
Falcon Academy Class of 2011 
donated $625 back to Falcon 
Academy this year, and openly 
challenged the class of 2012 to 
make a contribution next year 
as they graduate and begin their 
careers. 

While the numbers of the 
class of 2011 are impressive, 
more recent graduates are 
logging even more college 
credit hours. Sponsors received 
an update on the state of Falcon 
Academy, and learned that this 
fall, 42 juniors and 32 seniors 
signed up for at least one dual 
credit course, and she projected 
that the students would earn 
more that 912 credit hours this 
school year. 

Every sponsor received an 
informational packet, which also 
said that there are several HCHS 
students enrolling in the Fulton 
County Area Technical Center 
and receiving credit through 
West Kentucky Community and 
Technical College. There are 30 
seniors and two juniors enrolled 
in vocational programs at the 
ATC, and many of the students 
have interests in fields of study 
such as carpentry, machinists, 
welders, auto mechanics, health 
sciences, and computers. Of the 
32 students enrolled at the ATC, 


60 college hours are expected to 
be earned from students in the 
ATC alone. 

The students involved with 
Falcon Academy aren’t just 
logging a lot of college hours, 
they’re excelling. Hickman 
County High School Counselor 
Amy Boaz gave a brief 
presentation on average GPAs 
of the college classes offered 
through the program. 

While there were no courses 
with an average GPAbelow 3.0, 
the total Falcon Academy GPA 
for the fall semester was 3.54 
- the highest GPA average for 
a Falcon Academy Class in the 
fall semester so far. 

After High School Principal 
Kevin Estes recognized the 
sponsors, Hickman County 
Schools Superintendent Casey 
Henderson concluded the 
ceremony. 

“We’re the only school in the 
state of Kentucky that has this 
type of program,” he told the 
sponsors, “and it’s because of 
the support of our community.” 

Falcon Academy is a dual¬ 
credit program through which 
students at Hickman County 
High School can earn college 
credit while still in high school 
at no cost to the students or 
their families. This is possible 


through the donations of area 
individuals and businesses.

without notice. He said they do 
this by making a late payment 
followed by an early payment, 
then no payment, then an early 
payment that could be perceived 
as a late payment on the 
previous month. In this manner, 
they might go a year making 
only 11 monthly payments 
instead of 12. He did say that 
in the 12 months preceding the 
June 30 report, Utilities, Inc. 
did send the City of Clinton a 
check for each month, but this 
isn’t always the case. 

He still recommended that 
controls be implemented for 
a city employee to monitor 
the management invoices 
and checks received from 
Utilities, Inc. to make sure the 
city is paying Utilities, Inc. 
appropriately and receiving 
from Utilities Inc. what the city 
should be. 

Knox was the next guest to 
speak, voicing her frustrations 
with Zito Media. She said 
she had been paying for 50 
megabits per second (Mbit/s) 
download speed for internet, 
but speed tests revealed that she 
was only getting 15 Mbit/s. She 
decided to downgrade and only 
pay for the 20 Mbit/s speed, 
since she was only getting 15. 
Then she was notified that the 
Internet subscription price was 
going to increase and the speeds 
would increase to 30 Mbit/s and 
60 Mbit/s. She thought that was 
odd since she never even got the 
20 Mbit/s speed she was paying 
for before. She complained that 
the company used unethical 
marketing practices and also 
noted that the owner of the 
company and his son are in 
prison for fraud. 

Boarders, who was at the 
meeting to represent Zito 
Media, explained that the 
owner of the company was 
in prison, but for an offense 
committed in 2001 or 2002. 
His communications company, 
Adelphia Communication, 
was one of the largest cable 
TV companies in the United 
States, but was broken up after 
he was found guilty of fraud 
in 2005 and sentenced to 15 
years in prison. His family was 
able to keep a small part of the 
company, which has become 
Zito Media. 

Boarders also explained 
that when communications 
companies advertise internet 
speeds, they mean that 
customers can get speeds “up 
to” the advertised speed under 
optimal conditions. He said that 
Zito does have some customers 
that get speeds as high as the 
advertised speed, but in most 
cases it is slower due to factors 
outside the company’s control. 

Knox’s complaint about Zito 
Media provided an appropriate 
transition for the conversation 


to turn to other complaints that 
had been made. Mayor Phyllis 
Campbell gave Boarders a 
folder with eight letters 
from Clinton residents with 
complaints about poor service. 
Boarders said that the company 
is investing in some things that 
he thinks will improve service to 
local customers. City Attorney 
Leanna Wilkerson explained 
that she had reviewed the city’s 
franchise agreement with Zito 
Media and doesn’t see that the 
city can take any action due to 
the company’s poor customer 
service until time for renewal. 
She said that the best thing to 
do would be for the individual 
customers to make the decision 
to leave Zito Media if they are 
unsatisfied with the service. 

After discussion about 
cable service was concluded, 
Knox addressed the council 
about dilapidated structures 
in the city. She said that she 
has rehabilitated two houses 
in Fulton that were in worse 
condition than the ones in 
Clinton, and they now have 
people living in them and 
are back on the tax role. She 
expressed concern about the 
city potentially demolishing 
the structures, saying that then 
there would just be an empty 
lot that the city would have to 
mow and would not get any tax 
revenue from. 

She said that in some cases, 
she has bought properties 
for $1, but then had to pay 
hundreds or thousands in liens 
and other fees. She said that she 
has reached out to the owners 
of some of the condemned 
houses in Clinton, but hasn’t 
heard back from them, and ins 
concerned that the owners are 
only interested in giving the 
property to the city. The council 
decided that they would send 
the owners letters with Knox’s 
contact information and suggest 
they get in touch. Wilkerson 
explained that she feels it is in 
the city’s best interest to stay 
out of the real estate buying 
and selling business. It was 
discussed that while in some 
cases a city can foreclose on 
a property and then hold an 
auction, the property might not 
sell in auction and then the city 
is stuck. It was generally agreed 
upon that it is better for an 
individual citizen to purchase 
the property if possible. 

During the meeting, Mayor 
Campbell said that she had 
met with Mary Anne Medlock, 
Special Projects Coordinator for 
the PADD office, and discussed 
the need for an evening dining 
restaurant in Clinton. Medlock 
helped her put together a 
letter that she will soon mail 
to restaurants in the area that 
outlines the demand for a 
restaurant in Clinton. 


USDA Accepting 
Applications for 
Conservation 
Stewardship Program 


Lexington, KY, Jan. 28, 
2015 -The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture will make available 
$100 million this year through 
the Conservation Stewardship 
Program (CSP) and although 
applications are accepted all 
year, farmers, ranchers and 
forest landowners should submit 
applications by Feb. 27, 2015 to 
ensure they are considered for 
this year’s funding (applications 
received after that date will be 
considered for future funding). 
This year’s investment may 
result in the enrollment of up to 
7.7 million acres in the program 
by private landowners. 

Through CSP, participants 
take additional conservation 
steps to improve the resource 
conditions on their land, 
including soil, air and 
habitat quality, water quality 
and quantity, and energy 
conservation. 

Woodrich said CSP producers 
are conservation leaders, 
showing how science-based 
conservation and technological 
advancements can improve 
the environment and farming 
operations at the same time. For 
example, Tom Wimpsett from 
Warren County, Kentucky 
turned to NRCS in 2011 for 
assistance. Through the CSP, 
Wimpsett received financial 
and technical assistance to 


implement water quality 
and plant resource activities. 
Through an intensive rotational 
grazing plan, he is achieving 
a higher quality and better 
yielding forage which leads 
to more productive livestock. 
His goal is to achieve optimal 
environmental conditions 

by maintaining this healthy 
forage which also protects the 
soil surface from erosion and 
reduces risks to ground and 
surface water quality. 

The 2014 Farm Bill brought 
changes to CSP including an 
expanded conservation activity 
list that will offer participants 
greater options to meet their 
conservation needs and protect 
the natural resources on their 
land. These conservation 
activities, called enhancements, 
include cover crops, intensive 
rotational grazing and wildlife 
friendly fencing. 

Applications should be 
submitted to local NRCS offices. 
As part of the CSP application 
process, applicants will work 
with NRCS field personnel to 
complete a resource inventory 
of their land, which will help 
determine the conservation 
performance for existing and 
new conservation activities. 
The applicant’s conservation 
performance will be used to 
determine eligibility, 
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That Groundhog 


hile watching the morning newscast 
Monday about negotiating with 
terrorists the cameras suddenly broke 
away to this scene of a horde of 
people standing outside while a group of men in top 
hats and long coats pulled this groundhog out of his 
hiding place and paraded it 
around. 

They said his name was 
Punxatawney Phil and 
television cameras awaited the 
official announcement at about 
7:25 a.m. 

Two scrolls were presented, 
one stating, “spring was just 
around the comer” and the 
other proclaiming “six more 
weeks of winter”. 

After conferring with the groundhog the emcee 
announced that the sun had come out and that Phil 
did, indeed, see his shadow and there would be six 
more weeks of winter. 

That made me want to crawl back under the 
covers and hibernate but I got up to make the coffee. 

Looking at the calendar, I counted the days until 
spring. Sure enough, six more weeks.. .whether he 


saw his shadow or not. 

The records show that Phil has been wrong more 
than he’s been right, which means we may as well 
flip a coin. Since 1988 he was right 12 times but 
wrong 15 times. 

This all led me to investigate why we use a 
groundhog to predict the weather. 

One story says that although Benjamin Franklin 
pushed for the wild turkey to become our winter 
weather prognosticator, the second Continental 
Congress chose the groundhog after one reportedly 
nipped at John Adams Achilles tendon on February 
2,1775. In a feverish dream the groundhog that bit 
him appeared and told him that the colonists would 
win a winter victory in six weeks time. 

Some have suggested that we choose the animal 
depending on the weather at the time. For example, 
if the weather is rainy, choose a duck. Also, in 
extremely cold weather a bear should be chosen. In 
extremely hot weather (not likely to happen on Feb. 
2), choose a snake. 

The weather in our neck of the woods depends 
largely on the jet stream, whether it passes above or 
makes a dip. 

Will there be six more weeks of winter? Time will 
tell.

Federal student aid programs 
can help pay college costs 


The federal government 
sponsors numerous financial 
aid programs that can help 
students and their parents pay 
college expenses. This brief 
summary from the Kentucky 
Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA) describes 
the more common federal grant 
and loan programs. Grants 
generally do not have to be 
repaid, but loans do. 

• Federal Pell Grant: Pell 
Grants provide up to $5,730 
per year for undergraduates 
with financial need. The 
amount may change this year. 

• Federal Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity 
Grant: grants that provide 
up to $4,000 per year for 
undergraduate students who 
have exceptional financial 
need. 

• Federal Perkins Loan: loans 
for students with exceptional 
financial need. Undergraduates 
can get up to $5,500 per year, 
while graduate students can 
get up to $8,000 per year. 

• Direct Subsidized and 
Unsubsidized Loans: These 
loans, also called Stafford 
Loans, are available to

Getting Serious? Five Important Money 
Questions to Ask 


Valentine’s Day is often a 
time to reflect on your relation¬ 
ship, and consider the next step. 
If your relationship is heading 
toward joint finances, it’s essen¬ 
tial to talk about it first - openly 
and honestly.

What are your money per¬ 
sonalities? This is a personal 
finance question that many fi¬ 
nancial planners still ask to get 
a sense of your money man¬ 
agement habits. It’s intended 
to identify which person in the 
relationship is the spender or the 
saver. It’s particularly impor¬ 
tant to ask each other whether 
you save or spend to make sure 
you’re on track to achieve your 
long-term goals.

Also keep in mind that some re¬ 
ligious denominations actually 
offer solid financial planning ad¬ 
vice as part of premarital coun¬ 
seling and the NEFE has a quiz 
(http:// www. smartaboutmoney. 
org/Tools-Resources/LifeVal- 
ues-Quiz.aspx) for potential 
spouses. For debt issues, the 
National Foundation for Credit 
Counseling is a good indepen¬ 
dent resource that can offer ad¬ 
vice on improving credit issues 
as a couple. The earlier you can 
put together an advisory team 
that fits your needs, the better. 

Bottom line: If you and your 
sweetheart are considering tying 
the knot or expanding your fam¬ 
ily, don’t ignore money issues. It 
can be a difficult conversation to 
initiate, but it’s an important one 
to start planning your financial 
future together.

Judge Whitesell 
introduced himself and asked 
what kind of trials would be 
held in a district court. Students 
went on to name a few: murder, 
divorce, child custody, felonies, 
misdemeanors, and abuse trials. 
He then went on to say that the 
court has no police power. In 
his explanation, he said that if 
he saw Hickman County Circuit 
Court Clerk Cinda Yates go 
through a stop sign he couldn’t 
go get her and put her in a 
courtroom. He said that if this 
were permissible, anyone could 
get people they didn’t like and 
get them put in jail off of false 
accusations. 

After the judge finished 
talking to the students, Yates 
got up to speak to the group. 
She explained that her job as the 
circuit clerk meant that she was 
“the hub” of the system. All the 
paper work is filed in her office. 
She went on to tell the students 
of the importance of coming to 
jury duty and how technology 
has changed her job. She also 
brought out her deputies who 
explained their individual jobs: 
Amy Cunningham - district 


issues, T.J. Williams - civil 
issues, and Melanie Dowdy - 
circuit issues. 

After Yates spoke, Hickman 
County Attorney Jason Batts 
spoke to the leadership group. 
He told them that trials and 
cases were nothing like what 
is shown on T.V. He said that 
there were two levels of courts: 
the district and circuit court. 
His jobs as an attorney are 
prosecution, advise the fiscal 
court, collect bad checks, and 
collect child support. He had an 
internship at Washington, D.C. 
He is a prosecutor in the Army. 
He said to run for office he had 
to be practicing for four years. 
He said “Law school doesn’t 
prep you for practice.” 

After Batts spoke, Hickman 
County Jailer Chad Barber 
spoke to the students. He talked 
about how his dad used to be 
jailer, and how he basically 
lived in the jail when he was 
12. He described how the jail 
was and how inmates wear an 
orange jumpsuit and get three 
meals daily. He also said they 
had a T.V. until 11 p.m. and it 
turns back on at 5 a.m. 

Then the group went to the 
courthouse across the street 
from the annex building. There 
they spoke to Hickman County 
Clerk James “Jimbo” Berry 
and Amanda Ballantine. The 
students then went to Clinton 
City Hall, where they spoke 
with City Councilmember Laura 
Poole. She told the students 
how much our opinion matters 
for the future of Hickman 
County. Then, Clinton Police

Chief Snapper Seaton spoke 
and told students what he did as 
Police Chief. 

To conclude the day, students 
went and talked with Hickman 
County Judge Executive Kenny 
Wilson, who hosted a small 
lunch just for the students. 
Wilson and the students talked 
about his new job and some 
of the differences between his 
new job as judge executive and 
old job as superintendent of 
Hickman County Schools. He 
also told the students about his 
experience in getting the Falcon 
Academy started. He went on to 
say how he had to fight for us to 
get those college classes. 

“All the things our kids 
needed was an opportunity,” 
was what the Judge Executive 
said.
